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| more united than before—at least for the moment. Videla emerged | 
as the defender of constitutionalism, and the Army's subsequent 
victory over the terrorists at Monte Chingolo and Videla* s 
impressive Christmas Eve speech further strengthened his hand— 
at least for the moment. In the long run, both Armed Forces 
unity and Videla 1 s own position depend upon whether or not a 
political solution is soon produced. Hardliners, both civilian 
and military, were irritated by’Videla* s refusal to throw in with 
Capellini and topple Mrs. Peron straight away. There is no doubt 
that Videla promised quick political solutions (most importantly, 
that Mrs. Peron would be levered aside) in order to hold them at 
bay. If such solutions are not forthcoming within the next few 
weeks, Videla will face new challenges and splits within the 
Armed Forces. End Summary. 

2. Why was Fautario Beleased ? DAO sources have cleared up the 

• i 

mystery of why Fautario was released. The government named 
Agosti the new AF CINC at 2 p.m. on December 18 and so notified 
Capellini. The latter had no further interest in Fautario and 
released him. Fautario, however, unaware that a new CINC had 
been named, returned to AF headquarters and announced that he was 
resuming his duties. When Defense Minister Vottero informed 
Fautario that he was no longer the CINC, Fautario refused to 
step down It was not until about 9 p.m. that he conceded. It 
was for this reason that the decree naming Agosti the new AF 
CINC was not published until 10:30 p.m! and that he was not 

(_ _j 
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I sworn in until after midnight. Meanwhile, Capellini had ] 

continued his revolt, even though Fautario v/as no longer a 
factor. Capellini was now demanding nothing less than the 
ouster of the government and its replacement by a military 
regime. 

3. Why Vl^la Did Mot Support Capellini . As indicated earlier 

in 'Embassy sitreps, Capellini represented the far right-wing 

and wanted to bring into power .‘an out-and-out military govern- 

soldier 

ment. Videla is a moderate, a professional sabteso- in every 
sense of the word, a constitufionalist, and while understanding 
that Mrs. Peron must be moved aside, wants to leave power in 
civilian hands if at all possible. Had Videla joined in 
Capellini's revolt, or had he moved to oust Mrs. Peron while it 
was still going on, he would have then bad to contend with a 
strengthened right wing within the Armed Forces. He might even 
have appeared beholden to them and it would have been far more 
difficult to hold out for a civilian government. Further, the 
Army never likes to hitch its own fortunes to an Air Force (or 
Navy) initiative. Videla had his own plans and stuck to them 
despite Capellini's interference. It was logical that he did so. 
k. Vjhy Did Videla and Agosti simply Hot Sit Back an‘d Hatch? At 
a given moment, it appeared that most major AF bases had gone 
over to the rebels. As indicated in ref A, Mrs Peron could 
not have put down the rebellion without calling on the Army. 

It seemed at the time, then, that Videla was in an excellent 
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| position simply to sit back and observe. If she called on the- i 

Army, Videla could ignore her call, and when she could not put 

down the revolt, she would have fallen without any overt move 

against her on Videla*s part. It is-still a debatable point 

as to whether or not it might not have been wiser for Videla to 

hav^foilowed this tactic. Be that as it may, Videlq. himself 

chose not to do so. Apparently, he feared that if the revolt 

went on for long, other hardline leaders, including some of 

his own corps commanders, would join in. This would have 

# 

threatened his own position and might have left the hardliners 
in the drivers seat. It would also have been damaging to military 

discipline. Hence, Videla urged Agosti to go ahead and suppress 

\ 

the core of the rebellion. Agosti talked fast to the other 
senior AF officers and won most of them over to him (see ref B). * 
Clearly, he gave ( assurances that Mrs. Peron would be out soon 
anyway: therefore, there was no point in continuing the revolt. 

By the afternoon of December 21, Agosti had reduced the revolt 
to Capellini and his followers at Moron and Aeroparque. He 
moved against them with prudence and a display of firepower 
designed more to intimidate than to kill. Without shedding any 
blood (a most important point for future unity), he forced 
Capellini to surrender. 

5. Videla*s Position Subsequent to Bevolt . Videla emerged the 
victor and with an enhanced image aB defender of constitution¬ 
alism and the institutions. The Armed Forces' dramatic victory 
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I over the terrorists at Monte Chingolo on December 23 further * I 
strengthened Videla's hand (as well as that of the Armed Forces 
in general), as did his Christmas Eve speech calling on the 
civilian politicians for definitions and solutions and that 
corruption and immorality be punished. Also adding to his image 
was^the deft way in which he faced down Lorenzo Miguel and 
blocked the intervention of Buenos Aires Province on December 24 
(see septel). Videla is, then, now in a stronger position than 
he enjoyed prior to the Air Force revolt. But it is a position 
conditioned by a definite time frame. He held off the hardliners 
by promising political solutions within a short time—probably by 
the end of January and possibly a good deal sooner. He clearly 
hopes the civilians even now can move Mrs. Peron aside on their 
own--through threat of impeachment, pressures from her own party 
or some other .means. If they cannot, then Videla will have the 
choice of doing it himself, at the head of the Armed Forces, or 
face being ousted by men like Generals Suarez Mason, Diaz Bessone, 
and Kenendez, who will lead an out-and-out golpe . In a diffi¬ 
cult situation, Videla is trying to stay within the constitu¬ 
tion. If he windj’'there is a good chance that a civilian 

President will replace Mrs. Peron. If he loses, then constitu- 

♦ •*»« * 

tiorial rule is probably over for some time to come. 

6. Unity of the Armed Forces . The ouster of Fautario has 
produced a greater sense of unity among the three commanders. 

Massera and Videla were on the same wave length to begin with. 
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r The sour note, Fautario, is out of the way and has been replaced 1 
by an old friend of Videla's. Agosti and Videla are from the 
same small town in BA Province, Mercedes. Further, as demon¬ 
strated at Monte Chingolo, there is now a much improved coordina¬ 
tion among the services. At Monte Chingolo, the Air Force, 
along with the Army and Navy, responded rapidly and joined in 
the operations against the terrorists. As with Videla* s 
personal position, however, this greater unity in the Armed 
Forces could prove short-lived unless there are drastic changes 
in the government soon—with Mrs. Peron's removal from the 
scene in one way or another topping the list. 

7, Mrs. Peron Weakened . On the other side of the coin,

Mrs. Peron's government emerged from the crisis further weak¬ 
ened, a situation her subsequent actions have done nothing to 
improve. -Her speech of December 22 (see ref C) enraged 

senior military officers (with whom she refused to coordinate 
the text) and has become the butt of public jokes. Further, in 
the wake of so serious a crisis, a cabinet shake-up would have 
been the least one might have expected of Mrs. Peron if she 
wished to defuse the situation. Yet, when her entire cabinet 
did the expected and offered their resignations, on December 24, 
she almost immediately refused, indicating full confidence in 
all (see ref D).. Only her Press Secretary, Eloy Rebora, got 
the bounce. This was a must since he had run directly afoul 
^_of the three C3NCS (see septel). She hardly pleased the CINCS _^ 
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I with her choice to replace Rebora. Jorge 0. Papaleo is a 

protege of Lorenzo Miguel, who has just come into direct conflict 
with Videla because of his insistence on intervening BA Province. 
8. CGT Does Nothing . In terras of Mrs. Peron’s position, more¬ 
over, it is interesting to note that while the CGT talked of mass 

mobilizations, etc., in fact they lifted not a finger until the 

* 

issue was already clearly decided. Only on December 22 did they 
decide to call a sit-down strike. By then the revolt was over. 

If they really wished to defend Mrs. Peron, one might have 
expected a far more militant position. 

9- Conclusions: While the Air Force revolt temporarily clouded 
the image of military unity, the fact that unity was restored 
has overweighed that negative image*. Further, the positive 
factors—that Fautario was removed, that the Armed Forces 
defended the Constitution, etc.--outweigh the negative. 'The

Armed Forces d«fHHdKdx±hH have emerged with a greater unity of 

purpose among the three CINCS and with an improved image. 

Mrs. Feron emerged weaker than ever. If the three CINCS wish 

to preserve their position of strength, however, they must 

deliver on their promises to get rid of Mrs. Peron and produce 

other political solutions soon. Videla’s Christmas Eve speech 

(text of which we assume Department has seen via~FBIS) is a 

clear warning to the civilian politicians to resolve the problem

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1, AF revolt now definitely over. Normal air service has been

3. "Pocket AF rebellion" served to underline impotence of

Mrs. Peron*s government. She appeared immobilized and never 

gave order that it be suppressed. AF did it on its own. Thus, 

her speech last night (text of which we assume Department has 

via FBIS) reflected an almost bizarre divorcement from reality. 

She spoke in first person of having put down rebellion with 

serenity, of avoiding bloodshed and accomplishing great things 

for Argentine people. In faot, however, she was not even a 

protagonist. As La Opinion puts it this morning, speech reflects 

"certain misinformation concerning reality of the situation

through which country is passing." Military are bound to have 
been profoundly irritated by tone and content of speech, which 
took all credit for herself and barely mentioned military. 

U. Military will also be disturbed by implication that she 
clearly does not. plan to go on leave. On contrary, she empha¬ 
sized her intention of continuing in office. Doubtless her 
repeated use of first person was also meant to signal that 
intention. Meanwhile, her performance of past few days has 
simply underlined her incapacity. Except for holding steriie 
cabinet meetings and issuing weird communiques (see septel) she 
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r took no action at all. Public ±m& image is one of Mrs. Peron 
cowering and then fainting in Casa Rosada basement during 
December 20 air-raid scare. An American newspaperwoman who was 
a close eyewitness reports that when Mrs. Peron emerged from 
Casa Rosada about 10;00 p.m. December 20., she appeared to be in 
a trance, grimacing and stumbling. Several of her bodyguards 
reportedly grabbed her and virtually threw her in the back of 
her car. Other reports indicate that even during crisis she 
refused to speak to Interior Minister Robledo,whom she has come 
to detest. The two communicate through a third party rather than 
speaking directly to one another. 

5 . As some observers have put it: "Mrs. Peron*s government is 
dead—has been dead for months." It appears, nonetheless, that 
its existence as a living corpse has been prolonged for yet 
another few days, or even weeks. To their credit, the Armed 
Forces are still hoping civilians will produce some constitutional 
means of removing Mrs. Peron from office. But time is clearly 
running out. Unless more graceful way is found, military may soon 
have to put her on a plane to Madrid, as they did. Lopez Rega.

As of 2 p.m. today (December 21) there had been no new attacks 
against Moron and no moves against Aeroparque. Negotiations with 
rebel AF officers continue. Press this morning expressed opti¬ 
mism that solution to this particular problem was near at hand, 
but other observers have expressed reservations. Army General 
Mujlca was dismissed last night, but so far there have been no 
further repercussions within Armed Forces.

I their rebellion and gave support to Agosti. Brigadier Capellini^! 
who holds Moron and Aeroparque, however, refused. After brief 
Meeting with Capellini this afternoon, Agosti announced that in 
view of failure of negotiations, he was ordering all loyal 
troops immediately to evacuate Moron. .At 3 p.M., it was announced 
that since time limit had lapsed, "repressive" action would begin

against Moron. Those still there would be considered to be rebels. 
Moron was attacked by combat aircraft shortly thereafter (apparent¬ 
ly Mirages from nearby Moreno). Attack was apparently designed 
mainly to intimidate, but at least one aircraft on runway, a T-3 1 *- 
Mentor, was set ablaze. There were no casualties resulting from 
attack—nor have there been any during the entire rebellion. 

2. Capellini meanwhile had announced that if attacked he would 
retaliate by bombing Casa Rosada . This sent Mrs. Peron and other 
officials scurrying to basement. Mrs. Peron reportedly had 
attack of nerves and doctor had to be summoned to attend her. 

She need not have been so concerned, for to best of DAO's 
Knowledge, Capellini has no combat aircraft available to him at 
Moron to carry out his threat;, although T-3^'s do have two 

•30 calibre machine guns. 

3. At about 5:30 p.m. Agosti announced that repressive measures 
would be suspended briefly to allow new negotiations with 
Capellini. Sfoese talks also failed, however, with Capellini 
still refusing to capitulate. As of 9 p.m., therefore, new 

|_ actions are expected against Moron. Unconfirmed reports also ^ 
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I indicate AF ground units are being positioned to attack rebel I 

m 

forces still holding Aeroparque. Hopefully, however, new 
negotiations during the night may defuse the situation. 

4. While armed conflict within AF adds bizarre and unfortunate 
note to developments, it does not alter overall situation 
described in earlier sitreps (see sitrep No. 7). Three CINCS

reportedly remain determined that Mrs. Peron must go as part of 
any solution. They, however,- are still pushing for a solution 
which would leave power in civilian hands—i.e., Mrs. Peron 
would leave but presidency would then pass to Luder or to 
another eligible civilian. Capellini, on other hand, reportedly 
continues to demand an outright military takeover, with a general 
in the Casa Rosada. This, plus Agosti's felt need to impose 
institutional discipline and assert his legitimate authority, 
is the crux of conflict with Capellini. Action against latter 
and his followers at Moron, then, does not represent effort on 
part of Armed Forces to defend Mrs. Peron against rebels. On 
contrary, all are in agreement on one point: Mrs. Peron must go. 
Their* disagreement is over who (and what) should replace her— 
and over who is in authority in the Air Force. 

5. In a disturbing incident growing out of the Agosti-Capellini 

conflict, hard-line Army General Mujica this afternoon issued 

statement saying armed action against Moron should not be taken. 

Army CINC Videla has called on Mujica to explain his statements.

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I disunity in Army are serious, since Mujica does have a number 1 

of sympathizers in Army even though he does not at moment have 

troop command. There are, in short, some Army generals with 

troop commands who may feel as Mujica does and be tempted to 

move.

Capellini represents right-wing nationalists in Air Force, there 

are like-minded officers in Army. So far, Videla has held them 

in line. Mujica's indiscipline may make it a little harder. 

Also, if Army's solidarity begins to crumble, wavering Navy 

and AF commanders may reassess their positions. DAO sourees 

indicate, for example, that Brigadier Montesano, commander of 

important First Air Brigade at Palomar Air Base, is supporting 

Air Force Commander Agosti over the objection of many of his 

senior staff officers. 

6 . Comment: Since Capellini has no combat aircraft and his 

ground units are outnumbered, his position, in the final analysis 

is untenable unless he receives support. Even if resolved in

viable position right now. Xt need not make any overt move 
to oust Mrs. Peron; rather, it- can sit hack and watch 
her try to suppress rebellion on her own. If she calls on 
Army, they will probably ignore her. Yet, if she cannot 
soon bring Moron, Aeroparque and Mendoza airbases under 
control, her position as President may have received fatal 
blow.

2. At 4:50 rebel AF group in clandestine radio broadcast gave 

its answer to government's rejection of its demands. Broadcast said 

that "operations will continue and our flights over the city will 

demonstrate to the people our will to continue until vie achieve 
our stated objectives." Rebel rejection was followed by rebel 
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j communique No. 5 stating "We are passing through the worst 

moment in the history of the Republic, and we will not tolerate 
its continuance." ^ 

3. X Prior to above announcement^ President, Cabinet, Military 
Commanders Videla, Mas-sera and Agosti, GGT Secretary General 
Herreras and 62 Organizations Chief Lorenzo Miguel held 30- 
minute meeting at Government House. Military Chiefs had 
departed meeting at 1500 without making any statement. 

4. Just before meeting at Government House, Radio Rivadavia 
carried text of radiogram'reportedly sent by Armed Forces 
Commander-In-Chief Videla to military units.* Salient points 
were that he (1) was not becoming involved in internal Air Force 
crisis; (2) recognized the national political implications of 
crisis, but was not in agreement with proposals put forth- for 
resolving it (i-.e., removal of Mrs. Peron and Videla assumption 
of Presidency); (3) urged appropriate institutions to act 
rapidly to solve grave problems facing country; and (4) urged 
Amy to maintain unity, discipline and disinterest. 

5. Comment: Read carefully, Videla 1 s communique is in line 
with position he reportedly took with senators last night (see 
Sitrep Ho. 5)— i.e., civilians should produce a solution.
